bound over on 13 
charges from Sumpter

At 34th District Court on June 27, 
Christopher Michael Willoughby, 44, of 
Allen Park was bound over to circuit court 
on 13 charges after he allegedly shot at 
Sumpter Township officers during a wild 
chase. 

He is set to be at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice at 9 a.m. July 18 for his arraignment 
on the information. 

Willoughby was arrested June 11 in 
Sumpter after a car chase and him allegedly 
taking five shots at the pursuing officers. 

He is charged with: 
e Assault with intent to murder; 

e Assault with intent to do great bodily 
harm less than murder; 

e Assault with a dangerous weapon - 
felonious assault (2 counts); 

e Fleeing & Eluding - 3rd degree; 
e Operating while intoxicated-3rd; 

e Weapons - carrying concealed (3 
counts); 

e Possession of a loaded firearm in a 
vehicle (2 counts); 

e Possession of a firearm while intoxicated; 
and 

e Felony firearm. 

He is being held in the Wayne County 
Jail on $1 million cash or surety bond. His 
probable cause conference was scheduled 
for June 27 and that’s when he waived his 
upcoming preliminary exam. His bond 
has been referred to pre-trial services for 
a bond review. 

James Edward Brown 

James Edward Brown, 52, who was 
brought into District Court Judge David 
Parrott’s courtroom in jail clothes had 
charges dismissed from two jurisdictions 
-- Van Buren Township and Romulus -- at 
the request of the Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor. Charges could be refiled at a

Civil War service draws supporters in 89° heat

The metal chairs were very hot on the 
people’s seats and the sun beat down on 
the people’s heads last Thursday, but they 
were not to be deterred from honoring the 
26 men from the tri-community who died 
during the Civil War. 

The Memorial Ceremony to Honor Civil 
War Soldiers from Belleville, Sumpter, 
and Van Buren was held at the Veterans 
Memorial at Horizon Park in Belleville 
with the audience mostly on chairs set up 
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on High Street and a large cast of presenters 
in front of the memorial. 

The information being presented was 
gathered by the Bring Our Boys Home 
Research Group that has been working for 
several years at the Belleville Area District 
Library with a grant from the Charles B 
Cozadd Rotary Foundation. 

Ginger Bruder, who led the research 
group, said gathering the information, 
which included reading over more than 
100 books, applying for government 
records, and traveling to study documents, 
took longer than the Civil War. 

The group honored 25 Civil War casualties 
from the tri-community and their names 
have been engraved on the lake side of the 
Veterans Memorial. 

Henry Lewis earned a Medal of Honor and 


a special marker was put at his gravesite in 
Soop Cemetery in Van Buren Township. 
More than a dozen people were dressed 
as Civil War personalities and they walked 
among members of the audience to 
introduce themselves and tell their stories. 
The Belleville Community Chorus sang 
the “Star Spangled Banner” and, at the end 
of the ceremony, “The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic.” 
Local residents who are descended from 
Civil War soldiers were introduced. 
Ginger Bruder began her personal study 
of the Civil War because she had soldiers 
in her family from Ohio. Her husband 
Keith had Civil War soldiers in his family 
from Monroe County. She said she saw the 
importance of collecting information on

Yankee Air Museum’s C-47 repainted by Kalitta crew in Oscoda 


Like a freshly brushed thoroughbred 
prancing from its stable on a warm summer 
day, Yankee Air Museum’s C-47 rolled 
out of Kalitta Maintenance Hangar 3, last 
Friday in its fresh livery. 

The plane, with its proud stance and nose 
pointed skyward, was greeted by Museum 
volunteers and Kalitta workers in Oscoda. 
Over the preceding three weeks the plane 
was stripped of its former paint, prepared 
and painted in new colors honoring the 1“ 
Air Commando Group of World War Two, 
operating in the China-Burma-India (CBI) 
theater. 

“Being closely involved from the start, 
picking colors from two-inch square 
paint chips and then actually seeing the 
first applications on the plane was a bit 
unsettling,” said Kevin Walsh, Executive 
Director of Yankee Air Museum. 

“I don’t mind saying I was nervous 
coming here today, it’s kind of like picking 
up a date for the prom.” 

Walsh spent countless hours over the 
past year researching the planes of the 1* 
Air Commando Group. He said the task 
of looking at artists’ renderings, historic 
photos and videos dating back to the early 
1940s was arduous, but necessary. 

According to Walsh, many of the planes 
serving in the CBI were painted in the 
field. “There were slight variations in color 
tones, both in the planes and the photos 


with which we worked,” he said. 

“When the plane rolled onto the ramp 
under the bright sun, my heart leaped. 
They nailed it. The colors mixed by 
Sherwin-Williams Aerospace Coatings are 
spot-on,” said Walsh. 

The top of the plane is painted Earth 
Brown No. 5 color, the bottom is Neutral 
Gray and the major markings are Insignia 
Blue and Insignia White. The most 
distinctive feature of the plane are the five 
diagonal white stripes around the fuselage 
behind the wing. Combat aircraft operating 
in the CBI wore these stripes for quick 
identification in battle. 

“Treally like it,” said Fernando Hernandez, 
Technical Service Representative with 
Sherwin-Williams Aerospace Coatings. 
“The plane looks really strong. It has great 
presence on the ground and in the air.” 

The plane flew three test hops at Oscoda- 
Wurtsmith Airport prior to departing for 
its home base at Willow Run Airport late 
Friday afternoon. 

“We enjoyed working on the C-47,” said 
Greg Ruby, Structures Manager at Kalitta 
Maintenance. “It was something different 
for us, and it was interesting. I think 
everyone at Kalitta Maintenance, even 
security, kept an eye on the progress of the 
project.” 

Walsh said the next steps would be for 
the plane to receive technical markings and 


squadron insignias. The C-47 will be seen 
in the sky over its home base in Ypsilanti in 
the days ahead, with pilots flying for their 
annual requalification. 

“The plane is begging for nose art,” added 
Walsh. “We have a plan for that which we 
will reveal very soon. Until then, remember 
-- the 1 Air Commando Squadron Insignia 


is a large question mark within a circle!” 
Kalitta Air, a worldwide leader in 
specialized, on-demand air freight 
services, and Yankee Air Museum jointly 
announced this historic restoration project 
in November 2017. Work began on the 
airplane on June 8, 2018 and the plane was 
delivered on June 29 in its new livery.

All of this is to say, the primary ballots 
are out and our information on Sumpter 
primary candidates will be published in 
next week’s paper. We hope township 
residents will make their choices with care.

The Memorial Ceremony to Honor Civil 
War Soldiers from the tri-community who 
died during the war was very well attended, 
although a lot of people moved their chairs 
from the hot asphalt of High Street to the 
trees they could find around the memorial. 

The temperature was about 89 degrees 
and the sun was very hot, even though it 
was almost 6 p.m. by the time everything 
got started. I was fortunate to sit next to 
Fred Priebe who offered me shade under 
his big, black umbrella. Worked great. 

Fred and his wife Bonnie, of Van Buren 
Township, have been portraying President 
Abraham Lincoln and his wife for many 
years. Actually, he looks incredibly 
like President Lincoln. But, he was not 
portraying Lincoln at this event and his 
suit was in the cleaners. His wife Bonnie 
was in the hospital and after the Civil War 
ceremony, Fred and his daughter were 
going back to see Bonnie. 

Fred has been studying Lincoln for many 
years and so he kept bending over to tell 
me extra information about the Civil War 
as the ceremony continued. I learned a lot. 
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We received a letter, signed only by 
“Disgusted Veteran” who said he did 
not like Belleville City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer’s suggestion to call the police if 
you hear fireworks going off in the city.

later date. He was freed from jail where he 
had been lodged on $50,000 cash bond. 

He was charged with three counts of 
criminal sexual conduct-2nd degree 
(person under 13); criminal sexual 
conduct-assault with intent to commit 
sexual penetration; accosting a child 
for immoral purposes; and aggravated 
indecent exposure, furnishing alcohol to a 
minor, along with a new charge of criminal 
sexual conduct. Most of the charges were 
from Jan. 1, 2013. 

John Phillip Fisher 

John Phillip Fisher, 80, was due for his 
preliminary exam on June 27 before Judge 
Parrott, but that was adjourned because 
of a petition for a competency evaluation. 
He is charged with seven counts from 
Jan. 1, 2008 in Van Buren Township and 
was lodged in the Wayne County Jail on 
$500,000/10% bond. 

Fisher is charged with one count of 
criminal sexual conduct-1st degree (person 
under 13), two counts of CSC-2nd degree 
(person under 13), two counts of CSC-2nd 
degree (relationship), and two counts of 
CSC-4th degree (incest). 

Larry Joseph Guenther 

Larry Joseph Guenther, 32, was set for 
his preliminary exam on a charge of home 
invasion-2nd in Van Buren Township on 
May 18, but there were six other cases 
for him to be arraigned on, all in a VBT 
apartment complex. 

Court-appointed attorney David Lankford 
said at least five of the new cases happened 
on the same date. 

Judge Parrott said he was starting over 
and he reset the cases to all be together for 
a 12:30 p.m. probable cause conference 
on July 11 and then a 9 a.m. preliminary 
exam on July 18. Guenther waived his 
right to an exam within 21 days to allow 
the consolidation. 

He was out on a tether after paying bond 
of $10,000/10% and Judge Parrott set 
$1,000 personal recognizance bond on the 
other six charges. 

Richard G. McWhirter, III 

Richard G. McWhirter, III, age 18, 
received a plea deal in which he pled guilty 
to two amended charges and his case was 
taken under advisement for a year under 
the Holmes Youthful Training Act (HYTA) 
program. 

If all goes well over the year, the charges 
will be dismissed and wiped from his 
record. He was sentenced to pay $845, 
spend four days on the court’s work 
program, have evaluation and treatment 
for his problem, and no assaultive contact 
with the victim. 

In exchange for dropping four charges 
against him, he pled guilty to two counts of 
aggravated assault. He told Judge Parrott 
that he assaulted the victim on June 11 with 
a rock and a knife in Van Buren Township. 

The charges that were dropped were: one 
count of assault to do great bodily harm 
less than murder, two counts of assault 
with a dangerous weapon, and one count 


of domestic violence. 

McWhirter’s court-appointed attorney 
was Rebekah Coleman. He is free after 
posting bond of $20,000/10%. 

James Anderson Coleman 
James Anderson Coleman, 72, was due on 
June 6 for his preliminary exam on charges 
of assault with a dangerous weapon and 
domestic violence in Sumpter Township on 
May 16, but he waived his exam by video 
from the Wayne County Jail. 

Judge Parrott bound him over to circuit 
court for a June 13 arraignment on the 
information and referred him to pretrial 
services for a bond review, as requested by 
his court-appointed attorney. Coleman was 
lodged on $15,000 cash bond. 

At circuit court his bond was reduced to 
$5,000/10% and a final conference in the 
case set for Aug. 3 and a jury trial Sept. 5. 

Robert John Bulmer 

Judge Green set a restitution hearing on 
July 11 for Robert John Bulmer, 29, after 
accepting his no-contest plea to malicious 
destruction of property under $1,000 and 
larceny less than $200, with no fines or 
costs and 24 months of probation. This 
incident was in VBT on March 11. 

The court’s psychiatrist had found him 
competent, but not criminally responsible. 

His family told the judge now that he has 
a team of health care professionals helping 
him, “It’s like night and day.” 

Judge Green warned him: “Stay in 
treatment. Stay in your parents’ house. 
Listen to the rules set up by them. If you

FAA releases final assessment: 
Sumpter Twp. to get noisier 


The Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) 
recently released its final environmental 
assessment on the  Cleveland/Detroit 
Metroplex project. 

The project will replace conventional air 
traffic control procedures with satellite-based 
ones and will expand the number of entry and 
exit points in and out of the Cleveland/Detroit 
airspace. 

Satellite procedures allow for more precise 
flight tracking and reduce workload. The new 
procedures began being phased in in June and 
will conclude in September. Once completed, 
some air route changes may occur, and people 
may notice aircraft in areas they previously 
did not fly. 

The FAA’s environmental analysis calculated 
noise at locations throughout the study 
area and concluded there would not be any 
significant noise increases under the National 
Environmental Policy Act. 

The exception is Sumpter Township, 
southwest of Detroit Metro Airport, where 
335 residents are expected to experience a 


noise increase. Some areas may experience 
no change in noise while others may hear a 
decrease. 

The FAA also conducted public meetings 
and evaluated public comments before issuing 
its final report. Before and after releasing an 
environmental draft in November, the FAA 
also held public workshops.

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Van Buren Township DDA approves issuing $2 million in bonds

To help build its pedestrian walkway 
over I-94, Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority received a 
Michigan Department of Transportation 
grant of $250,000 and $250,000 more 
from the Southeastern Michigan Council 
of Governments, plus about $300,000 in 
professional engineering from MDOT. 

The DDA made a decision to sell tax free 
municipal bonds to assist with the rest of 
the cost. 

At its regular meeting on June 26, the 
DDA unanimously approved a resolution 
to authorize issuance of Tax Increment 
Revenue Bonds, Series 2018, with a 
maximum amount of $2 million. 

Standard and Poor’s affirmed an A+ 
rating. 

Construction is expected to begin July 
16 on the .35 mile, 14-foot-wide concrete, 
shared-use path and bridge widening with 
LED pedestrian lighting, approach work, 
and pavement markings on Belleville Road 
at I-94. 

Tom Collis, an attorney with Miller 
Canfield, is handling the bond sale. He told 
the DDA the resolution to issue the bonds 
is 26 pages long. 

He said the amount is not to exceed $2 
million, which is for the project cost and 
cost of issuance of the bonds. He said there 
is no full faith and credit of the township 
involved, and the DDA will pay the bond 
payments with tax-capture funds. 

Collis said they are negotiating the sale 
with Hilltop Securities and the percentage 
rate will not be over 5%. He said the bonds 
will be priced July 10 and on July 26, the 
DDA will have the proceeds in hand. 

DDA members said they have heard 
feedback from the community and many 
are in favor of the pedestrian walkway, 
but some complain it is too expensive. 
There has been one comment, asking the 
township to tear down the present walkway 
over I-94 at Quirk Road because people are 
partying on it in the night. 

In other business at the June 26 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Approved receiving and filing the audit 
of the DDA fiscal year ending Dec. 31,

e Was introduced to the DDA’s new intern

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City of Romulus seeks voter approval of 4 mills for fire, police services 


The City of Romulus will ask voters 
to approve a ballot proposal that would 
provide funding to maintain the current 
level of fire and police services in the 
community — and to avoid cuts in essential 
services. 

The city council voted unanimously June 
11 to place a proposed charter amendment 
on the Nov. 6 ballot. The proposal seeks 
4 mills annually for a period of five years 
to be utilized strictly for fire and police 
services. 

City officials said fire and police services

make up more than two-thirds of the city’s 
general fund budget. Romulus Mayor 
LeRoy D. Burcroff said public safety is 
a vital service that government provides. 
Failure to approve the millage increase 
would lead to cuts in funding for fire, 
police and other essential services. 

“We're asking residents to invest in 
public safety,’ Mayor Burcroff said. “By 
law, the millage funds could only be used 
to help support fire and police services.” 

History has led to the current financial 
situation. When Romulus incorporated as 
a city in 1970, the city charter called for 
10 mills to fund local government in what 
was largely then a farming community. 
When the full-time police department was 
formed in 1983, there was no increase in 
the millage rate. When the full-time fire 
department was formed in 1999, again, 
there was no increase in the millage rate. 

While the number of city employees, 
firefighters and police officers has 
decreased, the demands on first responders 
have significantly increased. 

Ten years ago, there were 30 firefighters

(15 full-time and 15 paid on call). Today, 
there are only 15 full-time and four part- 
time firefighters. Ten years ago, firefighters 
were responding to an average of eight 
calls per day. Today, crews average 14 calls 
per day, which is more than 5,000 per year. 

There were 57 police officers in 2008- 
09 and there are 43 currently. Meanwhile, 
police runs increased from 17,064 in 2009 
to 20,607 in 2017. 

“We are talking about essential services 
here,’ Mayor Burcroff said. “These are 
must-have services. When you pick up 
a phone and dial 9-1-1, a professionally 
trained person shows up as soon as 
possible. That must be sustained. We have 
done a lot of creative things. We owe it to 
the residents to be part of the solution.” 

The Mayor said the city administration has 
been fiscally responsible, creating service 
partnerships with Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport and other agencies, using grant 
writers, seeking sponsors for special events 
and creating foundations. 

“We are making good spending decisions,” 
Mayor Burcroff said. “We are doing more 
with less. I stand by our record. We have 
been very responsible with tax dollars. We 
have done a good job.” 

The night of the city council vote to place 
the millage proposal on the ballot, a number 
of letters from people and organizations in 
the community were read to the council 
meeting audience. 

Among those speaking at the meeting 
were Romulus Police Sgt. Labrit Jackson, 
Officer Byron Paisley and Officer 
Rodney Cofield, along with Romulus 
Fire Department Lt. John Thiede, who 
is president of International Association 
of Fire Fighters Local 4126. All four are 
Romulus residents and spoke about the 
importance of approving the millage 
proposal. 

Anthony Antone, executive vice 
president of Kojaian Management Corp., a 
major industrial property owner in the city, 
submitted a letter that read in part: “Public 
safety is critical because it is one of the 
very first things which companies looking 
to relocate to Romulus deem as important.” 

The Board of Directors of the Greater 
Romulus Chamber of Commerce asked the 


council to approve the resolution and put it 
on the ballot. “Please allow our residents 
the right to vote on this issue,” the chamber 
letter stated. 

Romulus residents Dan and Carole 
Bales said in their letter: “Public safety 
is important to our property values and 
the quality of life for the residents of the 
community. The community leaders have 
demonstrated the need for the additional 
funds.”

these men. 

She gathered together community 
members who had the same interest, 
formed a group that meets at the library and 
applied to the Rotary Club for a foundation 
grant, and the work began.

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Belleville woman sues alleging Salmonella 
from pre-cut fruit at VBT Walmart 


Ashley Hollar of Belleville has filed a 
lawsuit against Walmart and Caito Foods 
after she said she contracted Salmonella by 
eating pre-cut watermelon she bought at 
the VBT Walmart. 

She said she woke up on May 25 in 
severe pain and later tested positive for 
Salmonella. She was put on antibiotics, but 
then got sick again. 

She had bought another container of 
watermelon, not realizing the connection 
to her illness, and ate some more. 

Her problems were traced to the pre-cut 


watermelon and she learned dozens across 
the country also had been infected with 
Salmonella, allegedly from Caito Foods of 
Indianapolis, which has recalled the melon. 
The CDC said 60 people have been 
infected, with more than half of them in 
Michigan. 
Hollar’s attorney is Jory Lange, a national 
food safety attorney.

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Kiley Lafferty of Belleville 
spends summer in Thailand 


This summer, Kiley Lafferty, 20, of 
Belleville spent two weeks in Thailand 
helping animals and learning what it’s like 
to be a veterinarian. 

Traveling with study-abroad organization 
Loop Abroad, Kiley was selected as part of 
a small team that volunteered giving care 
at a dog shelter and spent a week working 
directly with rescued elephants at an 
elephant sanctuary. 

The Veterinary Service program brings 
students to Thailand for two weeks to 
volunteer alongside veterinarians from the 
U.S. and Thailand. For one week, Kiley 
and her team volunteered at the Elephant 
Nature Park in northern Thailand to work 
hands-on with the giant animals and learn 


about animal rescue and conservation on a 
larger scale. 

The Elephant Nature Park is home to 
over 60 elephants who have been rescued 
from trekking, logging, or forced-breeding 
programs. Many of them had been abused 
and suffer from chronic injuries or 
blindness.

For the other week, Kiley volunteered 
at the Animal Rescue Kingdom dog shelter 
and helped to run Loop Abroad’s Dog 
Rescue Clinic in Chiang Mai, Thailand. 
These shelters are home to more than 200 
dogs who have been rescued after being 
abandoned, beaten, or abused.

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Sumpter cable channel expected to be down until after election

Most of the June 26 meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees was 
taken up with arguments between board 
members. 

It started during the Board Response part 
of the meeting, where board members can 
have their say about anything. 

Trustee Sheena Barnes asked Supervisor 
John Morgan when cable channel 12 will 
be back up and running and showing the 
township meetings and Supervisor Morgan 
asked his deputy Karen Armatis to respond. 

Armatis said the current equipment was 
15 years old and the board voted April 24 
to get new equipment. She said it was a 
mechanical problem and not “an unelected 
person who doesn’t live in the township” 
making a decision, referring to Trustee 
Barnes’ comments about Armatis at the 
last meeting. 

Armatis said 90% of the product will be 
here the second week of July. The cable 
has been down since January and Armatis 
said it could take two to three months for 
installation. 

Trustee Barnes said that would be after 
the primary election and Armatis nodded. 

Treasurer Peggy Morgan said she has 
been talking with the company involved 
and if the equipment comes in by the 
second week of July, the work itself will 
take two days. Treasurer Morgan said 
the old system had many complaints, but 
the last time she saw it, it could still be 
watched and she was told that Armatis said 
she shut it down. 

Armatis said, “We shut it down because it 
stopped operating.” 

Treasurer Morgan said the first medical 
Marijuana committee meeting was shown 
and then the next board meeting was shown 
and then it was gone. She said Armatis 
didn’t say the machine broke. 

Treasurer Morgan said the residents didn’t 
get to see any of the medical marijuana 
discussions because the township’s cable 
was shut down. 

“Two days for the work!” she stated. 

On another topic, Treasurer Morgan 
said Trustee Matthew Oddy had asked her 
several questions at the last meeting and 
claimed she made a personal attack on him.

Treasurer Morgan said she was unaware 
that any board members were bidding on 
the tax reverted property last fall. She said 
she has every piece of paper given out to 
the board on the property. 

She said Trustee Oddy said he checked 
with attorney Rob Young and it was legal 
for him to enter a sealed bid even though 
he was on the board. 

“The only problem I had was ... the 
reason he gave for him wanting to abstain 
[from the board vote to approve the 
sales],” Treasurer Morgan said. She said 
he explained he was abstaining because 
he took people around to look at the 
properties. 

“I said I had bid on property,” Trustee 
Oddy replied. “You’re making stuff up...” 

“I feel our residents need to know,” 
Treasurer Morgan said. “The supervisor 
said I’m a trouble maker. ... It came from 
his mouth. 

“Thank you, John Morgan, for putting 
Sheena Barnes on the board. She tells 
the truth. ... We’re not getting all the 
information,” Treasurer Morgan said. 

Treasurer Morgan said that is not what 
Trustee Oddy said and he’s not being a 
good board member. 

“I hope some board [in the future] stops 
this stuff,” she said. 

“Ask if she’s done with her lies. ...” 
Trustee Oddy said to Supervisor Morgan. 

An irritated Deputy Armatis said, “I 
think members of the audience should 
stop talking.” Armatis has been called out 
repeatedly by members of the audience for 
talking with others in the back of the room 
while the meeting was in progress. Now 
she was targeting audience members for 
responding to the board members’ arguing. 

“That’s why he said, ‘I’m your neighbor’ 
to Sheena,” Treasurer Morgan continued, 
describing a night after a township meeting 
when she and Barnes ran in to Oddy at 
McShane’s and Oddy bragged about 
buying the property. She said they didn’t 
know he was one of the bidders. 

“There were no names attached on the 


information,’ Treasurer Morgan said, 
of the results she got after the bids were 
opened. 


“This has nothing to do with this 
election,” Treasurer Morgan continued. “I

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don’t personally know Ken Bednard [who 
is challenging her for her seat].

“I just don’t understand 
what your issue is.” 

“I did not know you bid,” Treasurer 
Morgan said. She said the video of the 
meeting shows he did not announce he had 
bid.

e Approved the resignation of Daniel 
Montecinos from the fire department, 
with regrets. His letter of resignation 
said, “Sorry I can’t stay. There is just too 
much going on in my life right now and 
the responsibility of being a fireman is too 
great...”; 

e Heard a presentation, during the work/ 
study session, from the Senior Alliance; 

e Heard Finance Director Scott Holtz 
report that on June 19 the township received 
its annual actuarial valuation from MERS. 
As of Dec. 31, Sumpter’s MERS DB 
Plan is 77% funded. The township has an 
unfunded pension liability of $2,205,658, 
which is based on a rate of return of 7.75%. 
He said, to give them reference, on Dec. 31, 
2016, the DB plan was 74% funded and had 
an unfunded liability of $2,470,064. Holtz 
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additional $24,670 per month towards this 
liability. He said Public Act 2020 of 2017 
gives municipalities guidance on paying 
down the unfunded pension liability. Per 
this state mandate, the township cannot 
pay more than 10% of the governmental 
fund revenues toward this liability and 
the pension must be 60% funded. “I am 
happy to report that we fall well within this 
range,” he said. He also reported that on 
June 24, Gov. Snyder signed PA 207 which 
allocates $6.2 million in revenue sharing 
for 2018-19, giving Sumpter an extra 
3.5%, which amounts to $7,754; 

e Learned landfill royalty fund revenues 
are down 7.8% for the year ended March 
31, 2018, compared to the previous fiscal 
year. Sumpter has had seven down months 
in the last 13 months. The actual revenue 
for FY 2018 was $2,759,868.53; 

e Heard Trustee Don Swinson report 
that Family Fun Day will be held from 
noon to 3 p.m. on July 14 at Graham Park 
with a water slide. He also reported that 
the township received another parks grant 
of $11,000 from the county and this is 
the second recent grant of $11,000. More 
work will be done at Graham Park, he said. 
Resolution #2018-10, which was not on the 
agenda, was passed to confirm the grant; 

e Heard Clerk Esther Hurst announce 
the Monday, July 9, 4 p.m. deadline for 
registration for the primary election. She 
said absentee ballots would be available on 
June 29; 

e Heard Mary Ban say many residents 
contacted her about the cable two to two 
and a half years ago. She said people were 
tired of Comcast. The board finally decided 
to do something about it and the technology 
has to be updated. She also read aloud part 
of an article by Patrick Kennedy from the 
June 15 Wall Street Journal concerning 
a bill introduced federally to legalize

e Heard Sharon Pokerwinski complain 
about how the DPW has ruined the eaves of 
the Parks & Recreation building at Graham 
Park by running over the troughs while 
cutting grass and making gouges in the 
wood.

She continued, “I apologize, 
if you thought I should abstain. I did a good 
job. The police chief said it would cost too 
much money to opt in and then he got a 
$12,000 raise and hired two police officers. 
I’m not trying to be in the industry.” 
Pokerwinski said, “To me, this is all 
political,” and the meeting adjourned.
